From the Secretary's Desk 

To date the problem of finding a suitable site for the 
"Centre” has met with negative results. Four sites acceptable 
to us have been turned down before reaching City Council; 
and all except the first was originally suggested to us by city 
officials. 

For 1959, we are anticipating positive results. The 
directors and the shareholders of the Centre, as well as city 
officials are unanimous in the belief that we have been pushed 
around long enough — and that now something positive 
must be accomplished. 

The directors and shareholders of the Centre still feel 
that the Borden Park site is the ideal location. 

The area, commonly referred to as the Borden Park 
Site, is a triangular piece of land on the south side of 112th 
Avenue, adjacent to Borden Park proper. It is proposed that 
the Centre itself be built near the west end of this area, facing 
eastward or toward Borden Park. The rest of the area would 
be developed as a park to blend into Borden Park itself. 

This location for the Centre is ideal for rnany reasons. 
It is centrally located and easily accessible from any part of 
the city. There are parking facilities, and, therefore, cannot 
congest traffic at any time. 

The recreational features of the Centre will fit well in 
the park environment. There will be tired businessmen who 
will avail themselves of the facilities of the Finnish “Sauna” 
Bath. 

The Smorgaasbord Resturant will be an added facility 
for those who attend the games at the Edmonton Gardens. 
Now, most people have to go to the centre of town in order 
to get restaurant service. 

Then too, the Centre placed in this location will be an 
added tourist attraction. Here they can see a little bit of 
Sweden, Norway, Finland, Iceland or Denmark in the various 
salons, and end the day with a delicious “Smorgaasbord” in 
true Scandinavian flavour. 

Finally, and most important perhaps, is the fact that a 
modernistic, well-designed Centre wiU enhance the beauty 
of the adjoining Borden Park area. Dr. Minsos, well known 
city architect is presently designing a building, which will be 
ultra-modern, and a thing of beauty and dignity. What an 
asset this will be to our ever-growing community of Edmonton. 

To our readers, let it be understood that this is a co¬ 
operative enterprise by Scandinavians for the benefit and 
good of the whole Edmonton community. 

Do you want the Centre? Do you want the Borden Park 
site? Then talk about it. Let your wishes be known to the 
people who can help make the Centre a reality!

Garden Of Eden 
In Persian Gulf? 

MANAMA, Bahrein — Danish 
archaeologists working on this 
British - protected Persian Gulf 
island believe it may have been 
the Garden of Eden. 

Dr. Geoffrey Bibby, a British 
member of the team, told a press 
conference Monday: 

“It is overwhelmingly likely 
that Bahrein was the legendary 
city of Dilmun, which is mentioned 
in the Gilgamesh Epic as the abode 
of Adam and Eve.”

(Fiskekroketer) 

Melt 2 tbsps. butter in saucepan 
over low heat. Blend in % cup 
flour, 1 tspn. salt. Vs tspn. pepper. 
Heat and stir imtil mixture bub¬ 
bles. Add gradually 1 cup cream. 
Cook until thick. Cool.

Fry only enough at a 
time so they art not crowded in 
pan. Makes about 4 doz. fish balls.
